There were’ no cases of scarlet 
fever, whooping cough, acute poliomylitis, measles (excluding rubella), 
diphtheria, dysentery, meningococcal infection, acute pneumonia, 
smallpex, acute encephalitis, enteric or typhoid fever, paratyphoid 
fevers, erysipelas, food poisoning, puerperal pyrexia, ophthalmia 
neonatorum, anthrax. There were no cases of chicken pox and German 
measles.

Mental Health Services ~- Administered by the Radnorshire County 
Council. 


Pe@eeneoith Services anc Old Peoples’ Welfare - The home health 
services are administered by the Radnorshire County Council. 
Chiropody -— A fortnightly service is given to persons over sixty 
years old. There is a Knighton Old Peoples' Welfare Club. 


Water Supply - The Rhos water supply was imvroved bacterio logically 
by the replacement of a stone collecting drain by one of glazed ware 
and by draining polluted water away from the source. The Garth 
water supply was improved by the erection of a second balancing tank. 
An improvement to the supply of water at Offa's Road Council Houses 
was achieved by arranging for all cold water to sanitary appliances 
to be Supplied direct from the rising main instead of from tank: in 
the roof spaces. Inadequate water supplies at two dwellings were 
improved by the replacement of encrusted rising mains at owners' 
expense. Nineteen bacteriological examinations of tne public 

supply (before and after chlorination) and two of untreated private 
supplies of water were made, the latter indicating need for treatment.

Sewerage - The Consulting Engineer presented his report on the 
proposed additional works needed in the event of receiving for 
treatment sewage from Kinsley Road area of the Clun Rural District. 
Analyses were made of samples of sewage received at the purification 
and disposal works. The public sewer in Ffrydd Terrace was extended. 


Livestock Market - Cleansing satisfactory. 
Knacker's Yard - This was well managed from the public health/aspect. 
Market Hall - Some fire precautions recommended by the Chief Fire 


Officer were carried out. 
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Refuse Removal = The fireback lining of tne refuse destructor 


was repaired. Collecticui and disposal were carried out without 
compsaint. 


Sports and Recreation ~ Bryn-y=Castell Recreation and Sports 
Ground was provided with an ash roadway. Arrangenents were made 
with the County Council for the West Street Recreation Ground to 
continue in use on rental. Insulation of an electricity overhead 
cable was completed for reasons of safety. 


Housing Improvemeut Grants - Three building grants were made. 


shops —- It was not necessary to take any action under the Food 
Hygiene Regulations and Food Byelaws in connectien with the 

cleanliness of equipment and person, the handling, preparation and 
display of food, vut at two shops sanitary improvements were completed. 
86 cans end cther small articles of food and 140 1b of pigs' “ivers 
were condemned and disposed of in the Council's refuse incinerator.

Meat Inspection -~— No slaughterhouses. Meat inspection at butchers’ 
shops carried out. Refrigeraturs properly maintained and used. 


Rodent Control - Service unchanged. No statutory notices were 
required. 


Transport —- The Council associated themselves with a general protest 
against the British Trensport Commissions' progosed closures and 
withdrawals of passenger train and parcel facilities o1. the Central 
Wales Line. They supported a proposal to apply for permission to 
Operate a road service connection between Knighton and Craven Arms 
and possibly a through service on certain days to Shrewsbury. 


industrial Development - Construction of a Government financed

trousers factory in Knighton was uiuderway. 


Road Safety - The local home and road sufety Committee urged on the 
Radnorshire County Council comcrete proposals for dealing with the 
Gangserous ‘bottle neck’ which had developed in West Street at its 
junction with Crabtree Walk. Representations for a halt sign at 
Bowling Green Lane - Bridge Street junction were made to the County 
Council. Parking in Nelson Square was restricted. A recommendation 
for a 'keep left' sign at the Church Road - Station Road junction was 
made. f£mended proposals by the Radnorshire County Council for the 
control of street parking weve accepted and local interests were 
consulted. 


Street Lighting - A scheme comprising an additional 20 Group A 
lighting points was begun. . Five 'black spots! were dealt with. 


Dangerous Walls and Buildings - One dangerous building was 
demolished under section 58 of the Public Health Act, 1936. One 
delapidated vacant dwelling was demolishea,. A dangerous wall 
adjacent to the highway was rendered safe. 


New Dwellings - The construction of 10 new Oouncil houses and a 
block of garages was completed. Plans for additional Council houses 
and a shup were in preparation. Four private new dwellings were 
erected. 


Demolition and Closing Orders - Wil. Untiay sites of demolished 
properties were cleared. 
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Hospital -— The Council. were not called upon to disinfect the 
maternity and labour wards, but the service is available. 


Caravan Sites — A licence to use a site on the Garth was granted.
